WHAT MAKES A GOOD TOWN? 

You hear the remark: “This IS'a 
good town,’’ or perhaps - the state¬ 
ment just the reverse is made. Now 
just what does it take to make a . 
good town ? Well, first we say— 
business,' lots of it, with bargains 
and trade being of such a nature that 
the town attracts visitors from far 
and near. And back of business are 
the merchants. Live aggressive mer¬ 
chants make a good town. Who can 
estimate just what it has meant to 
Vulcan to have such mercantile 
hardware and grocery stares, conl- 
modious garages, machine and plumb 
ing shops. The men in charge have 
in many cases grown up with the 
town atgi have pushed their business 
to the extent it has grown. If Vulcan 
is a good town first of all we must, and 
have td thank our business and pro¬ 
fessional men for it for Vulcan 
has many of them. 

Another thing which makes a good 
town is leadership—vision among the 
public men of a town. Do the town 
or city officials see a future for their 
own town or city? Are they plann¬ 
ing for that future? Do they go out 
after industries ? Do they encourage 
trade, commerce, and building activ¬ 
ity, or dp they restrict such things 
by a small-souled, narrow-guaged pol 
icy? Verily, upon the calibre of a 
town’s public men does the growth 
^ and future greatness of that town de¬ 
pend. A few “tin-horn politicians” 
can do more at a critical time toward 
ruining the future of a town than all 
futurity can undo. But big-souled 
men, men with vision and energy of¬ 
ten have made a “one-horse town’’ 
into a metropolis. 

Civic righteousness is another test 
of a good town. No graft, no politi¬ 
cal pull for position—but the offices 
of the law and the town are filled by 
men of integrity and honor. Respect 
for law and order rises above the pet 
ty jealousies of party or business. 
The citizens of a good town consider 
that an offense against the law is an 
offense against them and they are 
anxious and ready to stamp out law- 
breaking and evil influences in the 
town as to obey the law themselves. 

A good town is many-sided. Its 
interests are varied. Business is its 
life-blood, but sports are one of its 
leisure - time enjoyments. Clean 
sports, and sports for all, for young 
and old, for ladies and girls as well 
as the men and boys, are fostered 
and encouraged. Social life too is pro¬ 
vided for. Snobbishness and false 
pride have no place in a good town. 

. Society is complex, and interests are 
varied, but social freedom, and social 
well-being are adequately protected 
in a good town. The varied interests 
of such a town also include ample 
provision for education. Good schools 
and salary inducements to maintain 
the best teachers in them are funda¬ 
mental in determining a good town. 

Is Vulcan a good town? Well 
we could be better. Who will help 
during 1929 to make it a really good 
town. 

President Wallace of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, is setting the wordy 
ones of the province a good example. 
He is becoming known for his brevity 
and conciseness. Into five or six 
minutes of speaking he manages to 
pack sufficient wisdom to keep people 
thinking for a considerable time. In 
fact at any gathering where a num¬ 
ber of speakers must take their turn, 
there is more power in a five minute 
speech than one of double the time. 
It is an old saying that “one who can 
not come to the point in five minutes 
la unlikely to do it in twenty-five.”_ 


THE WORLD INSURED 

The principle of Insurance is very- 
old. Amongst the ancient Greeks, 
loans were made on the voyages of 
ship s. If the trips prospered, the 
captain repaid the loans at high in¬ 
terest. If the ships were lost, no re¬ 
payment \<^is made. Direct insurance 
of ships, by paying premiums, first 
appeared in Belgium in the 14th cen¬ 
tury. The Equitable Society of Lon¬ 
don opened up business in 1765, and 
commenced the principle of organiz¬ 
ed life insurance. It was a very- 
risky business at first, as in those 
days there was no accurate informa¬ 
tion on mortality. Even through the 
19th century insurance grew slowly, 
until the end of the century. Then 
it entered a period of expansion 
which in the last decade has reached 
enormous proportions. 

Of all social insurance measures 
that giving the most promise and 
showing most amazing growth is 
group insurance. Recently the Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corporation took out a 
policy in behalf of its 210,000 employ¬ 
ees. Group insurance is usually writ 
ten to protect all employees actively 
employed regardless of age, sex, con 
ditioh of health, nationality or haz¬ 
ard of employment. 

As the scope and purpose of insur¬ 
ance grows it tends to safeguard peo 
pie against the hazards of life, which 
so often left destitution, poverty and 
misery in their trail. 

ADVERTISING PAYS 

The ever increasing space devoted 
to advertising in magazines and, all 
publications is proof positive that 
advertising must be profitable. Im¬ 
mense sums are paid for space; high 
salaried ad. writers present the arti¬ 
cles to be pushed. Every known hu¬ 
man weakness is played upon. All 
the arts of salesmanship as conduct¬ 
ed through the printed word are ex¬ 
ercised. If we, the readers, are pot 
vulnerable at one point, we are at an 
other. One system used is re-itera- 
tion, the same ad. in the same place, 
week after week, constant repetition 
until the idea becomes fixed. Some 
people fall for testimonials, another 
human beings experience influences 
many. The success appeal is very 
strong—a passion for success sweeps 
over the land. An appeal to snobbish 
ness affects some—a little superiority 
over others makes a direct attack. 
Then fear of age, unpopularity, etc. 
will drive so many to almost any 
“charm.” Sex appeal and health are 
both strong lines. One way or other 
they do get us. 

THE TWO EXTREMES 

Difficulty is being experienced by 
magistrates in this province in the 
matter of*construing the Alberta Li¬ 
quor Act. A magistrate up north 
sent an Edmonton taxi driver to jail 
for driving his car while intoxicated. 
The evidence produced at the trial 
was that the driver had only partaken 
of one glass of beer. Across the line 
it was claimed in court that it is im¬ 
possible for a drinking man to be¬ 
come intoxicated through the drink¬ 
ing of beer alone. Here we have the 
two extremes—each as unreasonable 
as thg other—and such is bound to 
happen with inexperienced men occu¬ 
pying the magistrates chair. 

A sUrvey of motor accidents made 
in Buffalo, would go to show that 
left turns are more dangerous than 
right turns. Accidents resulting 
from change of direction shows 40 
per cent, were due to cars turning 
left and 20 per cent, in turning right. 
The narrowness of the street in turn¬ 
ing right would make the driver go 
slower and reduce on the chances of 
accidents.

Oil Production Sets New Figure 

Establishing a new mark in the his 
tory of the province, Alberta petrol¬ 
eum production in 1928 reached the 
imposing total of 486,318 barrels, ac¬ 
cording to figures published during 
the past week. * This is an’ increase ] 
of 46.4 per cent, over the 1927 pro- j 
duction of 332,133 barrels. Wells in [ 
the Turner Valley Field established a 
high mark in the month of December. 
with a production qf 48,505 barrels ' 
The increase over the 39,709 barrels 
recorded in November is made up 1 
largely by the output from the Okal- 
ta No. 1 welL The total production 
in the province for 1928 was made up 
as follows: 

Turner Valley— 

crude naptha ........ 374,795 barrels 

crude oil . 104,604 barrels 

Wainwright Field— " 

crude oil . 6,919 barrels 

Leading in Land Bales - 

Alberta holds leading place among 
the western provinces in the land 
sales made by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway during the past year, nearly 
60 per cent, of the prairie total of 
659,464 acres being in this province, 
it is stated by officials of the com¬ 
pany. A gain of 50 per cent., is shown 
in the C.P.R. farm land sales in the 
three prairie provinces compared 
with the previous year when 427,921 
acres were disposed of. The volume 
in 1928 was the highest in any year 
since 1921, while a large percentage 
of the sales occurred in the Lloyd- 
minster district and in the territory 
opened up by the new Cutknife-Whit- 
ford Line which has recently been 
completed into Edmonton. 

- Start Big Co-operative Hatchery 

Two large hatchery' units with a 
capacity of 150,000 eggs each have 
been shipped to Lethbridgewhere they 
will be installed in the new Leth¬ 
bridge Northern Co-operative Hatch¬ 
ery. A membership of 150 poultry- 
raisers is anticipated in the associa¬ 
tion. The output will be handled by 
the Southern Alberta Co-operative 
which will also likely provide accom¬ 
modation for the hatchery and equip¬ 
ment. 

Sheep Production in Alberta 

The value of sheep on the farms 
and'ranches in Alberta which is now 
the third province in Canada in point 
of sheep population, is nearing the 
$5,000,000 mark according to a bulle¬ 
tin “Sheep Production in Alberta” 
which has just been issued by the De 
partment of Extension, University of 
Alberta.

Alberta Cattle Shipped to Japan 

Twenty head of choice registered 
‘ Holstein eattle selected from a num¬ 
ber of Alberta herds were loaded at 
Calgary and Edmonton on Thursday 
last for shipment to Vancouver and' 
thence by the S.S. Melville of the 
j American line to Yokahama for de- 
| livery to the Japanese government. It 
| is expected that these cattle which 
I will form the basis of improved dairy- 
herds in Japan, will prove a forerun¬ 
ner of further similar shipments 
from this province to the Orient. 
Slight Decrease in Dairy Production 

The value of Alberta’s dairy pro¬ 
duction in 1928 is placed at $20,350,- 
000 according to figures recently com 
piled by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. The decrease from the 1927 to¬ 
tal of $20,750,000 is attributed to the 
splendid crop prospects during the 
summer of 1928, the high price of 
beef and the consequent reduction in 
the number of milk cows retained on 
many farms. The year’s production 
includes 14,325,000 pounds of cream¬ 
ery butter from 100 creameries at an 
average price of 37c a pound, 724,500 
pounds of cheese from 9 factories, 
valued at 22 c per pound and miscel¬ 
laneous products including milk and 
cream for direct consumption, home 
made butter and cheese, skimmed 
milk and buttermilk on which a valu¬ 
ation of $14,890,360 was placed. 

New Stations on Northern Line 

The names of two Alberta citizens 
will be commemorated in the names 
of stations established on the new 25 
mile railway extension from Wembley 
to Hythe. The first of these is Al¬ 
bright named in honor of W. D. Al¬ 
bright, Superintendent of the Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station at Beaver- 
lodge. The second is Haullen which 
will suggest the name of Hugh Allen, 
M.L.A. for Peace River. 

A feature of the new ^“Talkies” 
which must be considered, is the prob 
lem of the orchestra.

WHEAT TO BUTTER j 

If wheat growing were the be-all 
and the end-ail of farming a.s many j 
Southern Alberta farmers seem to ’ 
think it is, one must be left to won- , 
der at the action of Minnesota farm¬ 
ers in turning from wheat to butter. 
The Spokesman Review editorially 
tells us: I 

Minnesota agriculture began with 
grain growing, and the country still 
thinks of Minnesota in terms of 
wheat. But the Minneapolis Tribune 
tells the public that in 1927 Minneso¬ 
ta farmers received $113,613,474 for 
butterfat, the greatest return of all 
their crops in cash value. 

Dairy production figures for Alber- , 
ta for 1928, as published in the Her¬ 
ald the other day, tell a somewhat 1 
different tale. Alberta’s creamery- 
butter production dropped from 25,- ; 
000.0(H) pounds in 1925 to 14,000,000 
pounds in 1928. It is evident that A1 
berta farmers and Minnesota farmers 
do not think alike on this subject of j 
butter production, for- Minnesota's 
butter production last year was 25 j 
times that of Alberta. We have one : 
consolation, however, and that is that 
if Alberta one day grows tired of 
growing wheat alone, Minnesota has 1 
shown that we can boost our income 
by butter making. Our climate and 
our fodder and pasture producing 
possibilities are just a.s favorable to 
the dairy industry as are those of 
Minnesota.

It would provide a saving 1 
in freight charges for the wheat 
growers in a large area who are in j 
favor of shipping their wheat to 
Vancouver. It would give them di- ! 
rect access to the mills in the city, j 
The large and growing mercantile ; 
needs of the territory legitimately 
■belong to this city. They have been 
diverted almost entirely owing to the 
branch not being completed through j 
to a junction with the Calgary-Mac- 
leod line as originally intended. The 
Canadian Pacific is planning many ’ 
other extensions in the west this 
year. This would appear, therefore, 
as a fitting time to implement a prom 
ise which attracted hundreds of set- ^ 
tiers into the Arrowwood district 
twenty years ago.

FOREIGN TRADE. 

The foreign trade of tile Dominion j 
has this year, for the first time, ex- , 
ceeded in value that of 1921. whfn 
prices were at their peak, and in j 
quantity far exceeds any ‘ previous | 
year. It is estimated that the total 
exports for the twelve months will 
be $1,373,000,000. which Includes $23.- 
000,000 worth j>f foreign goods re¬ 
exported, andTiur total imports?" in¬ 
cluding those for re-export, $ 1 , 210 .- 
000 , 000 ; thus leaving a favourable 
balance of. approximately $163,000 000 

HYDRO-ELECTRIC DEVELOP¬ 
MENT 

Hydro-Electric power continues, to 
be increasingly developed, now 
amounting to between five and six 
million horsepower, constituting' an 
investment of probably' $ 1 , 000 , 000 , 000 . 
If one reflects for a moment as to 
what would be the equivalent in tons 
of coal required per day to produce 
continuously 5,300,000 horsepower, 
he would have some idea of what our 
water power development means to 
us; yet there is still, we are informed 
by the Government Department, 30.- 
000,000 horsepower awaiting develop¬ 
ment. 

‘agriculture 

The Agriculturist has again *had 
most bountiful crops—the largest In 
the history of the country. Our 
farmers, particularly those in the 
Western Provinces,, will reap a just 
and gratifying reward for their 
labours, and will continue to reduce 
their obligations. It is to be regretted 
that the grade has been reduced by 
reason of an early frost, which did 
considerable damage in many locali¬ 
ties, but, nevertheless, the money, 
value of all field crops in Canada for 
the year 1928 is pstimated to be 
$1,051,043,000. 

The marketing of these tremendous 
crops has been, so far as the Western 
Provinces are concerned, greatly 
facilitated by what is known as the 
“Wheat Pool.” The grain growers of 
the Prairie Provinces have entered 
the realm of Big Business. They have 
realized that greater efficiency is 
procured by merger and combine, and 
have thereby revolutionized the mar¬ 
keting of grain and stabilized that 
market. . This year they have oper¬ 
ated a line of about nine hundred 
and fifty elevators, with a Joint ca¬ 
pacity of about 33,000.000 bushels. In 
handling the 1928 crop they have had 
upward of thirteen hundred country 
elevators in operation. They have 
terminals at Fort William. Port 
Arthur, Vancouver, Prince Rupert 
and Buf r !o, with a combined storage 
capacity of something like 33,000,000 
bushels, and this year hawe done a 
business of approximately $ 1 , 000,000 a 
day turnover for each working day 
in the year. These facilities, created 
in addition to the already large 
plants owned and operated by the 
independent operators, have enabled 
Transportation Companies to market 
the enormous crops of this year with 
astounding rapidity, and with conse¬ 
quent material advantage to the 
grain growers of the country. 

It Is to be hoped that mixed farm¬ 
ing will continue to grow, and that 
the dairy and poultry products will 
continue to Increase, to the end that 
the farmer will have a more diversi¬ 
fied source of Income. 

- MINERAL DEVELOPMENT 

The output of our Mineral Devel¬ 
opment Is an Increasingly large Item 
in Canada's trade, both foreign and 
domestic, and this year exceeds $270,- 
000,000. Its permanence now seems 
reasonably well assured. Canada sup¬ 
plies 85 per cent, of the world’s nickel 
and asbestos, and 55 per cent, of the 
world’s cobalt, and stands third In 
the production of gold. 

PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY 

It Is to be regretted that overpro¬ 
duction, with resultant competition 
and price cutting, has checked the 
prosperity of the newsprint Industry, 
which had grown to be such a sub¬ 
stantial portion of our export trade, 
having Increased from $120 In 1890 
to $138,122,000 In 1928. However, 
there Is no occasion for surprise at 
a situation which always arises when 
supply outruns demand. The In¬ 
dustry Is apparently firmly establish¬ 
ed, and Its permanence assured. 

MOTOR INDUSTRY 

The Mhtor Industry has reached 
large proportions. Some yeaqs ago a 
possible saturation point was sug¬ 
gested. but, having regard to the 
continued demand, such views would
